ligations is the threatened return of improvement taxes 


on the lands within the old road districts. Commissioners 
and landowners are urged to attend a meeting in Little Rock 
Wednesday, to organize a "protective association." 


At the close of the World war Ar- 


kansas started 
building 
highways 


piecemeal. Local landowners would 
pledge their property for construction 
of a road in their own vicinity—which, 
however, was traveled by tourists, and 
in every sense of the word was a re- 
sponsibility of the whole state. We 
have several of these old roads 
and original 
improvement districts 


in Hempstead county. 


The improvement district ayiJtem 


broke down, for twt reasons. 


In the first place, it loaded on the 


land the impossible task of building 
modern highways. 


In the second place, after some of 


the counties had tried this system 
other counties saw how matters were 
going and refused to commit them- 
selves—leaving some counties with 
roads and debts, and other counties 
without either. 


Then came the Martineau road leg- 


islation the winter of 1926-27. 


X X X 


Martineau set up a system of gaso- 


line taxation and provided that the 
state build roads in unbonded coun- 
ties and pay off the debts of the 
bonded counties which already had 
roads. 


The system worked fine until about 


the third year of the panic—and then 
the state's finances ran too low. 


Here is the position the state and 


the road districts are in-. 


The state owes DIRECT for about 


90 million dollars of gasoline-tax notes 
issued to build roads in the unbonded 
counties. 


But it DOESN'T OWE DIRECT for 


the remaining 50 million dollars' worth 
of old road district bonds. 


It's agreement on this score was 


merely the moral obligation to meet 
these bonds so long as they did not 
interfere with payment of the new 
DIRECT Martineau notes. 


But today they do interfere—and so 


it is presumed the old district bond- 
holders will look for payment to the 
taxpayers whose land still comprises 
the original collateral 
behind the 
bonds.

Financial Outlook Vastly 


Improved Since Last

NEW YORK.-(flV-With the im- 


provement in the market for United 
States government bonds, Wall street 
dealers are now looking for a normal 
and comparatively simple refunding 
operation to take care of the treas- 
ury's maturities of $728,000,000 falling 
due December 15. 


Whije there was considerable excite- 


ment about this maturity a week ago,

IB/// dining, and "hard money "advocates 


were wondering whether the govern- 
ment might resort to use of unsecur- 
ed paper money or "greenbacks," Wall 
street 'is now fairly confident that the 
operation will be handled in ortho- 
dox fashion.

The technical work involved in 


"Three Little Pigs" presented a gi- 
gantic problem. Although the picture 
runs only about eight minutes, 12,992 
separate drawings were required for 
it. 


Seventy men and women spent two 


weeks making these drawings, Of these 
40 were animators. Their job was to 
draw the original pictures, each man 
being assigned the particular animal 
and bit of action for which he was 
most suitable. 


When the drawings were completed, 


they were turned over to the 30 women 
in the inking and coloring department. 
Some of these women traced on sheets 
of celluloid with ink the characters 
drawn by the animators. 


Job Is Delicate One 


The celluloid drawings then were 


turned over to the other women for 
painting. Each drawing had to be 
painted individually, the total paint- 
ing job being done in sort of progres- 
sive manner. 


Each painter used only one color, 


and when she had applied her color 
to all required parts of the drawing 
it was passed on to a girl using a dif- 


Once the drawings had been traced 


on celluloid and painted, they were 
sent to . the camera 
department for 


photographing. Since the picture was 
made in color, this had to be done 
with a special Technicolor camera. 


And the 12,992 drawings were photo, 


graphed one at a time on motion pic- 
ture film. 


In the meantime the musical score, 


played by a 24-piece orchestra, voices 
and sound effects were being recorded, 
a delicate job, since the timing must 
fit exactly the motion in the picture. 


Kits to Split Second 


The difference of even a split sec- 


ond would be sufficient to throw the 
entire film off balance. The sound 
track then had to be synchronized per- 
fectly with the picture and transferred 
to that strip of film. 


There was practically no cutting nec. 


esary at completion of the film, due 
to careful planning In the beginning. 
Disney knew how long he wanted the 
completed production and he knew 
how many draings ere required to 
make a film of that length.

dent Roosevelt signed the code plac- 
ing the mighty motion picture indus- 
try under the NRA Monday ngiht with 
appointment of an authority to guide 
the business and ban "excessive sal 
arles" during a 90-day period. 


He named Miss Marie Dressier an 


Eddie Cantor, well known actors, a 
members of the code authority, he ac 
cepted the recommendation of Gen 
eral Hugh S. Johnson, industrial ad 
mimstrator, against federal censorship 
but named A. Lawrence Lowell, pres 
ident emeritus of Harvard University 
as a member of the code authority tc 
watch the observance by the industry 
of its own censorship rules. 


Without naming the limit on sal- 


aries, the president called for a full 
report within 30 days on "salaries or 
other emoluments in the industry 
both as to artists and as to executives 
and their families.'

I don't mean that he actually wont 
go stay all day, come home at'four 
o'clock.

Compulsory education shoves him 
in the front door and slams'it. He 
hates school and everything about it, 
but if the law hauls him in by the 
collar he's going to enjoy himself as 
milch as he can and his idea of a good 
time isn't studying, behaving, or any- 
thing else. 
Fortunately the percentage of act- 


ual rebels is very small. True, there 
are many in spirit, but as a rule they 
conform outwardly at least and that is 
a relief to every one. 


Teacher's Problem 


Now'the problem, I think, is not so 


much that of the boy as about his 
teacher. Every day there must be 
teachers who lay their weary heads 
on their desks after school and wond- 
er what the answer is.

is demoralizing the whole room. If 
he was just plain mischievous or bored 
or discouraged, his teacher would find 
from the depths of her experience 
Some, way to reach him.

Boise, Idaho, to attend a conference, 
not for the purpose of being on hand 
to call out troops to prevent it. 


"If I had gne away someone would 


have called out the troops on me," the 
governor said, "and I promised in Los 
Angeles I would not do that. Why 
should I call out troops to protect 
those two fellows? 


"People Make Laws" 


"The people makes the laws, don't 


they?" He asked. "Well, if the peo- 
ple have confidence that troops will 
not be called out to protect themselves 
against kidnapers there is liable to be 
swifter justice and fewer kidnapings." 


"I don't think they will arrest any- 


one for the lynchings," the governor 
continued.

to the panel. Judge Toler overruled 
the motion and also a demurrer after 
which selection of the jury started. 


The defense gave no intimation in 


court of a previously announced plan 
of offering a plea of insanity, although 
Shank's attorneys were understood to 
have depositions and records intended 
to support such a plea ready to in- 
troduce.
